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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford is making final preparations to 
announce his long-awaited proposals 
to control the spread of nuclear tech­ 
nology and weapons. 
The White House received seven 
weeks ago the report of a government 
commission assigned by Ford last July 
to review American policy and rec­ 
ommend changes. 
Since that time, diplomatic sources 
report, American embassies abroad 
have been told to brief the 14 members 
of the nuclear “suppliers club” on the 
new U.S. proposals and rally support 
for them. 
The club — including the U.S.S.R., 
France, West Germany, East Ger­ 
many, Japan, and Great Britain — has 
been meeting privately in london 
since 1975 to consider the way it will 
provide nuclear technology to the 
developing world. 
Ford’s proposals will be the U.S. 
position when the club meets again, 
perhaps next month. 
The timing of Ford’s announcement 
also has political ram ifications, 
coming in the final week of the 
presidential campaign. Since May, 
when he spoke on the subject at the 
United Nations, Democrat Jimmy 
Carter has been accusing the ad­ 
ministration of lack of leadership on 
the nuclear proliferation problem. 
The problem is the increasing 
likelihood that conventional nuclear 
reactors and fuels intended for the 
generation of electricity can be used 


by recipient countries to make atomic 
bombs.

dem onstrated 
the

tentialities to the world when it 
detonated a nuclear device in 1974, 
using nuclear fuels and technology 
that it had been given for peaceful 
purposes. 
The Nuclear Policy Review Group 
which Ford appointed last summer 
included representatives from more 
than a dozen government agencies 
involved with weapons, energy and the 
environment. 
The commission split on which 
direction American policy should 
take: attempting to sit on the spread of 
fuel reprocessing technology, or ac­ 
knowledging that the spread is 
inevitable and attempting to slow and 
control it. 


The environmentalists and disar­ 
mament proponents on the com­ 
mission recommended that the United 
States oppose the development and 
spread of reprocessing technology and 
instead sponsor efforts to find ways to 
use spent nuclear fuel without 
separating the plutonium. 
The State Department and the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration recommended that the 
United States sponsor a carefully con­ 
trolled international program to 
develop reprocessing technology. 
Two weeks ago, White House sources 
said Ford was leaning toward the 
second option. 


Rhodesia Talks Open 


Korean Disclosures 
Worry U.S. Diplomats 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — The 
negotiations that may provide the last 
chance for a peaceful transition to 
black rule in Rhodesia open today, but 
the prospects for agreement between 
the black and white leaders look in­ 
creasingly poor. 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, whose shuttle diplomacy 
laid the groundwork for the con­ 
ference, ordered his chief expert on 
Africa, Asst. Secretary of State 
William Schaufele Jr., to Geneva. He 
also indicated he might go himself if 
necessary. 
Kissinger told a news conference in 
Hartford, Conn., that he does not ex­ 
pect a stalemate. But he said if the 
negotiations between Prime Minister 
Ian Smith and four black nationalist 
leaders falter “the United States will 
do its best to get them started. 
“We will do what is asked by the 
parties to bring the negotiations to a

successful conclusion.” 
Britain, the colonial power in 
Rhodesia until Smith’s unilateral 
declaration of independence ll years 
ago, called the conference to make 
plans for an interim government of 
blacks and whites after Smith’s white 
minority regime agreed in principle to 
hand over power to the black majority 
in two years. 


However, 
the 
conference 
is 
deadlocked in advance on the makeup 
of the interim government, and none of 
the leaders give any indication of 
modifying their positions. 


Smith says he agreed to a proposal 
by Kissinger for the whites to retain a 
veto during the transition period and 
also to retain control of the army and 
the police. He contends that the 


secretary of state told him the blacks 
had accepted that arrangement. 
The blacks reject the Kissinger plan 
and demand black control im­ 
mediately, including control of the 
army and police. 
Both British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland and Kissinger say 
the plan put before Smith was a basis 
for negotiations, not a binding com­ 
mitment 
Black leaders Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe made additional 
demands earlier this week. When the 
British failed to support them all the 
way, they accused them of collabo­ 
rating with the white Rhodesians to 
“wreck the conference.” 
Nkomo and Mugabe said “ the 
conference will be in jeopardy” unless 
Smith met their demands for an im­ 


mediate end to antiguerrilla warfare 
and the freeing of an estimated 600 po­ 
litical prisoners. 
Ivor Richard, the British am­ 
bassador who is chairman of the 
conference, asked Smith to comply 
with only one of the demands — the 
release 
of 
political 
prisoners. 
Rhodesian Foreign Minister Pieter 
van der Byl said he expected his chief 
at most would consider releasing only 
a few specifically named prisoners to 
attend the talks. 


The black leaders also want Britain 
to send a cabinet minister to preside at 
the conference, and Smith on Wed­ 
nesday called for “greater effort and 
participation at a higher level from 
both the American and British 
governments.” 
Insurance Discussed 
At Hospital Board Meeting

Department officials are worried that 
disclosures of a Justice Department 
investigation into South Korean lob­ 
bying 
activities 
could 
lead 
to 
diminished U.S. public support for 
South Korea’s defense. 
The Korean peninsula is considered 
one of the most likely areas where a 
great power confrontation could take 
place, and officials here are hopeful 
that recent disclosures will not divert 
attention from the high political stakes 
in that region. 
Furthermore, the disclosures come 
at a particularly sensitive time. 
Congressional support for South Korea 
has been waning because of concern 
about what is viewed in some quarters 
as a dictatorial regime there and be­ 
cause of the desire to cut back U.S. 
forces overseas. 
In northeast Asia, the interest of four 
great powers — the United States, the 
Soviet Union, China and Japan — all 
intersect. U.S. acquiesence to any 
North Korean military conquest of 
South Korea would, according to of­ 
ficials, have a disastrous effect on 
Japan. 


It would lead to Japanese ac­ 
commodation with one or both of the 
superpowers, producing a major shift 
in the world power balance. 


Thus, each American administration 
since that of President Harry S. 
Truman has made defense of South 
Korea a top commitment. But as the 
South Koreans are well aware, the 
commitment of an administration 
means little unless it is shared by 
Congress. 
This explains why the South Korean 
government has a special interest in 
how Congress votes on legislation 
affecting it. Just how far South Korea 
has gone in its attempts to influence 
Congress is the subject of the Justice 
Department investigation. 
News reports have quoted in­ 
vestigators as saying that South 
Korean agents dispensed between 
$500,000 and $1 million yearly since 
1970 in cash and gifts to congressmen 
and to U.S. officials to ensure that Ko­ 
rean interests are protected in 
Washington. 
As many as 90 former and present 
members of Congress are reportedly 
under investigation. 
The investigation centers on the 
activities 
of 
a 
South 
Korean 
businessman, Tongsun Park, who 
reportedly carried out his operations 
under the direction of President Park 
Chung-hee. 
The 
South 
Korean 
government has denied any con­ 
nection, past or present, with Tongsun 
Park. 
The State Department has said it is 
cooperating fully with the Justice 
Department investigation. A State 
Department spokesman says U.S. 
officials have made it clear to the Ko­ 
rean government that allegations of 
illegal action such as this case involves 
must be fully investigated “regardless 
of who might be involved.” 
South Korea is dependent on 
Washington’s support in much the 
same way that Israel is. But some 
officials believe that South Korea’s 
situation is more perilous.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court on Wednesday knocked 
a Dublin village zoning ordinance off 
next Tuesday's election baUot, but re­ 
fused to disturb local decisions on 
ballot issues in Willoughby Hills and 
Defiance County.

Asked whether he thought this had 
anything to do with the government’s 
prosecution. Gurney said, “ I can only 
conjecture about Watergate.... I ex­ 
pect it probably did. But I don’t know.” 
Justice Department lawyer Edward 
Barnes, the ninth federal prosecutor 
assigned to the case over three years, 
had no comment. 
W illiams testified for the gov­ 
ernment in return for a pleabargained 
prison sentence of five months. Others 
serving prison terms in connection 
with the case were Jam es Groot, once 
Gurney’s adm inistrative assistan t; 
FHA Director William Pelski of Coral 
Gables; and building contractor John 
Priestes of Miami. 
The case against Gurney depended 
largely on Williams, who went to the 
Justice Department in 1973 and agreed 
to tell all about his fund-raising activi­ 
ties in return for a reduced sentence.

W ild M ustang 


BALTIMORE (AP) — According to 
Departm ent of Interior statistics, 
Oregon has 7,000 wild mustangs. 
Maryland has only one. 
The two-year old mare named 
Oraenna Littlespirit was brought from 
Nevada recently by Bart and Holly 
Ingoglia as part of a program to save 
wild horses from starvation or from 
death at the hands of ranchers 
protecting their grasslands. 
Interior officials estimate that there 
are 50,000 mustangs and 3,000 wild 
burros on the Western rangelands. 
Laws to protect them and programs to 
relocate them have grown in the last 
two years, and officials estimate that 
the number of mustangs is increasing 
by 20 per cent each year. 
The Ingoglias, who put in their 
request for a mustang more than a 
year ago, said they had not expected to 
be selected for the program run by the 
Interior Department and the National 
Mustang Assn. because there were so 
many applications and the Ingoglias 
lived so far from the West.

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'Rainbow' - Elizabeth Dole - Conducts Busy Campaign

A Secret Service agent speaks softly 
into a walkie-talkie from a bowling 
alley in Ftfwardsville, IU.: “ Rainbow 
approaching.’’ 
From a plush Ft. Worth country 
club: “ Rainbow heading this way.” 
From a blustery MUwaukee airport: 
“ Rainbow touching down.” 
In walks a smiling, nodding Rainbow 
— the Secret Service code name for 
Elizabeth Hanford Dole, campaigning 
for her husband, Bob, the man the Se­ 
cret Service calls Ramrod. 
Whoever dubbed them knew the 
Republican vice presidential can­ 
didate’s reputation for sharp words 
and 
a 
hard-driving 
style 
and 
something of his bride’s freshness and 
flair. 
It is Elizabeth Dole’s first campaign, 
and the cynics say they can tell — she 
reaUy seems to enjoy it. 
They make an effective team: She 
has the warm, personal touch, and he 
has the stronger stuff. One is left think­ 
ing that the man with the tough-guy 
image must be a nice guy after all to 
have such a nice wife beside him. 
Unlike 
many 
political 
wives, 
Elizabeth “ Liddy” Dole has more than 
a nice-wife, ornamental role. She is a 
lawyer, a consumer affairs expert, a 
Federal Trade commissioner on leave 
for the campaign. 
She took an active part in planning 
the campaign and stumps the country 
on her own, joining her husband oc­ 
casionally, and joking that she waves 
to him in airports. 
The other day, she picked up the 
phone, called Dole’s chief speech 
writer and suggested themes that 
might be worked into the last days of 
the campaign. 
“I may not have years’ experience in 
politics," says Mrs. Dole, 40, with a 
North Carolina drawl, “ but I think you 
can succeed if you have common sense 
and understand people. 
“ Maybe it’s because this is my first 
campaign, but I really enjoy cam­ 
paigning and I don’t get tired.” 
Describing her campaign as well as 
her career, she says, “ I believe in 
giving everything my all, my best 
effort.” 
And so, although her aides are 
dragging and she has a sore throat, 
Elizabeth Dole is exhuberant about 
pressing the flesh, making impromptu 
speeches, giving pep talks at phone 
banks and posing with an elephant or 
an old lady playing the kazoo. 
An unprogrammed campaigner, she 
speaks without text and often foregoes 
meals at lunch and dinner so she can 
wander around and talk with the au­ 
dience. 


‘‘Something about all these people 
buoys me up,” she says. “ It’s a 
challenge and a total contrast to a 
rather academic existence of law 
book* and briefs. Ifs a little like 
leaving an ivory tower.” 
Married just IO months, Mrs. Dole is 
saving her honeymoon — and her 
career — until the election’s over. 
“ Win or lose, I intend to return to the 
commission,” says Mrs. 
Dole, a 
political independent. 
“ I believe the vice president can 
have a working wife, too.” 
If the Republicans win and if she 
returns to the FTC, Elizabeth Dole 
probably will be the nation’s first vice 
presidential wife with a full-time 
career. 
She has lived in Washington for IO 
years, working in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare and 
serving as deputy director for the 
Office of Consumer affairs. Before 
entering government, she defended 
indigent criminals. 
She sees the FTC as an opportunity 
to defend the “ vulnerable,” the 
elderly, the very young, the disad­ 
vantaged, the handicapped. 
No, she doesn’t feel the campaign is 
an intrusion or a sacrifice. No, she 
doesn’t feel she’s just “ the candidate’s 
wife.” 
She admittedly looks forward to a

home with her husband. 
But she adds: “ This is the highest 
point in my husband’s career, and I’m 
glad to be able to share it with him. We 
share everything. 
“ We’re both very strong, very in­ 
dependent people. Our careers mesh 
very well, and my husband is my 
strongest supporter.” 
A Phi Beta Kappa and Harvard Law 
School graduate, Mrs. Dole seems to 
have assumed one of the most substan­ 
tive roles of all the candidates’ wives. 
Yet, there remains much of the 
wifely approach, the pep talk to sup­ 
porters, and little of the hard-hitting, 
nitty-gritty campaigning. 
She admits it’s true — not because 
she can’t discuss issues, not because 
she doesn’t feel she should — but 
because of her leave of absence from 
the commission. 
“ I try to keep more on philosophy 
and principles,” she says. " I wouldn’t 
want a 
respondent to 
move 
to 
disqualify me in a case before the FTC 
because of something I said during the 
campaign. 
“ I don’t even know what’s pending,” 
adds Mrs. Dole, who has received 
some criticism for not resigning. 
She notes that a Library of Congress 
study showed that no laws are violated 
by her leave, which was approved by 
the commission chairman, the ranking 
minority member and President Ford. 
“ I think a lot of women were wat­ 
ching to see what I would do,” she 
says, noting she received many 
telephone calls and letters from people 
who urged her not to give up her 
career. 
Although her lower-key campaign 
role is dictated by her own career, 
Mrs. Dole admits: “ It inhibits me. It’s 
somewhat of a frustration because I 
would like to feel free to discuss any­ 
thing.” 
Within 
those 
self-imposed 
limitations, she carries the message, 
“ You have a clear choice this year: 
between a moderate-to-conservative 
Republican ticket and a very liberal 
Democratic ticket.” 
She emphasizes that Republicans 
stand for strong national defense and 
cuts in federal spending. She uses the 
domestic analogy, “ A family cannot 
spend more than it takes in.” 
But much of her campaign is 
devoted to conveying the personal, the 
chatty, the funny side.

Mrs. Dole brings a down-home touch 
when she tells a Republican audience 
in Belleville, 111., that her 83-year-old 
father wants to revisit his old home in 
Carbondale. 
Warming her hands before a fire in a 
log cabin replica in Ix>mbard, 111., she 
says her mother is interested in 
historical preservation. 
She talks of her small-town, North 
Carolina background and praises the 
“ warm, wonderful people” of Russell, 
Kan. — Dole’s home. 
Mrs. Dole also says her role is to 
“ say the thing that the candidate 
would not say about himself.” And so 
she talks about Bob Dole, the man, and 
his “ inner strength." 
“ He’s the strongest person I ’ve ever 
known,” she says, telling audiences 
about the World War II injury that put 
him in a body cast and into hospitals 
for three years. 
“ This adversity is part of the reason 
of his inner strength,” she says. “ Bob 
Dole is an example that you can go 
forward and you don’t have to stop at 
the sidelines.” 
Again and again, she is asked about 
her husband’s tough-guy, hatchet-man 
image, and she maintains it is just not 
true. 
“ I think ifs time to reassess that 
label,” she says. “ Yes, he is a hard 
campaigner. He's a candid person and 
he’s not afraid to point out inconsist­ 
encies in the other side.” 
The things others might find political 
com or hackneyed, she seems to 
relish. 
In Huntsville, Ala., Elizabeth 
Hanford Dole was the delight of an 
advance man who discovered that the 
Hanford Circus had come to town with 
a baby elephant. 


Of course, she fed peanuts to the 
elephant and later joked about trying 
to position the peanut on the large wet 
tongue while the Secret Service looked 
uneasily at the swaying, menacing 
trunk. 
“ That wasn’t so bad,” she laughed, 
“ but afterwards, I had to shake 
hands.” 
At a bowling alley GOP breakfast in 
Edwardsville, 111., a senior citizens 
kitchen band was going at it — wash 


tub, tambourine and all — to the tune 
of “ Yankee Doodle." 
"You all are so great and so lively,” 
Mrs. Dole said. “ I wish my dad could 
hear you.” She posed with the band. 
Betty Smith, a 74-year-old kazoo 
player, snuggled up for the cameras, 
then summed it up: “ She’s a wonderful 
person, very warm, very gracious. 
Smart, pretty, too. 
“ But ifs going to take more than 
that to make up my mind.”

Korean Congress 
Denies Aiding Bribes 


WASHINGTON I AP > - The Korean 
government says it has no connection 
with Tongsun Park. the central figure 
in a probe of alleged Korean efforts to 
win the support of U.S. congressmen 
with gifts and cash, but a published 
report says the president of South 
Korea 
gave personal orders that 
established -a program of official 
bribery. 
P ark is a m ysterious Korean 
businessman with a passion for fine 
living and a knack for cultivating 
important people. 
His lavish parties attracted the high 
and mighty, and made the host a 
fixture in the society pages, even while 
he earned occasional front-page 
notoriety for business deals involving 
his homeland.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Staffers for 
Democratic Vice Presidential Can­ 
didate Walter Mondale were in a 
nostalgic mood as they finished a 
campaign stopover here Wednesday. 
“ This is where it all began,” noted 
one staffer as she boarded the cam ­ 
paign plane at Akron Airport. 
It was from that same airport that 
Mondale launched his first official 
campaign stop—a Labor Day parade 
in nearby Barberton. 
“ That was a great day,” Mondale 
recalled during an address to an en­ 
thusiastic group of United Rubber 
Workers in Akron. 
The closeness of the race is more 
evident now than it was in September 
and Mondale repeatedly emphasized 
the need for the Democratic faithful to 
turn out to vote. 
“We’re ahead but it’s still close,” he 
admitted. “ In these last five days 
we’ve got to do our job.” 
During stops at both Dayton and

“ Akron,” he told a news conference, 
“is experiencing the harsh realities of 
a Republican administration.” 
In Dayton, he tried to assure a city 
which is dependent on jobs provided by 
Wright Patterson Air Force Base.

Another beneficiary, Rep. John 
Brademas, D-lnd., said he did not 
regard the $4,650 in campaign con­ 
tributions that Park gave in 1972 and 
1974 as coming from the South Korean 
government. If he had, he “of course” 
would have refused to accept the 
money, said Brademas, a long-time 
critic of the South Korean government 
and the third-ranking member of the 
House.

Ashley-Finkbeiner 
Race Seen Close 


By TOM JOURNEY 
Associated Press Writer 
“ Finkbeiner for Congress. We’re 
going to win,” declares the optimistic 
voice over the telephone. 
It belongs to a campaign worker for 
Carleton Finkbeiner, a 37-year-old 
Democrat who seeks the seat held by 
Rep. Thomas L. Ashley, D-Ohio. 
Fmkbeiner hopes to avoid a repeat of 
1974 when he lost by 6,939 votes to the 
11-term congressman. This year, the 
Toledo native brought in Commerce 
S ecretary Elliot Richardson and 
House Minority lead er John Rhodes 
for endorsements to close the gap. 
Although each candidate claims to 
be ahead in his polls, political ob­ 
servers say they believe the race is a 
dead heat. 
“We’re ahead,” says an Ashley 
campaigner. Asked for details, she 
explains “ They’ve asked us not to say 
what our lead is.” 
Ashley’s people, of course, say their 
candidate is leading. They, too, don’t 
say by how much. 
Their spending apparently is just as 
close. 
Disclosure statem ents filed with the 
se cretary of sta te show Ashley 
received $104,900 through mid-October 
and spent $62,952. Finkbeiner lists 
$92,695 in contributions and $73,872 in 
expenses. 
As election day draws nearer, the 
candidates have stepped up their 
campaigning, which included four 
debates in October compared to one 
for 1974. 
Finkbeiner accuses Ashley of being 
a member of a congressional majority 
that favors overspending. For am­ 
munition, Finkbeiner has only to recall 
the incumbent’s vote for the $2.3 billion 
in federal loans to bail out New York 
City. 
Ashley has stressed his record, 
seniority and the important committee 
assignments he might hold because of 
that seniority if he is re-elected. 
The candidates differ on the issues of 
jobs and energy, among others, with 
Ashley 
calling 
for 
a 
coordinated 
government and private sector ap­ 
proach to reducing unemployment and 
Finkbeiner stressing private help. 
Where Ashley seeks a balanced 
approach to energy, including nuclear 
power, F inkbeiner w ants to see 


deregulation. 
On government spending, Ashley 
stresses a balanced budget within four 
years but cutting back on lower 
priority programs and by promoting 
continued economic recovery with 
reduced unemployment.

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Reading, Riting, History 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — History is a school 
subject that can be deadly dull, or 
enormously exciting - depending on the 
teacher. It can also be funnily fouled- 
up. as can be observed from the 
following excerpts from term papers 
and test results taken among eighth 
graders in Pine Bluffs. Ark. . . . 
Asked to describe Christopher 
Columbus, a student writes that 
Columbus sat off to find Asia. which 
he was sure he could reach by sailing 
in the opposite direction.” 
Sir Francis Drake was “ most 
farmous for fighting the Spainish 
Armado. a fleet of worships that could 
be beaten but was.” 
In exploring the history of the 
Puritans, one student revealed “they 
were drunkards.” And they led 
rigorous lives. "The most common 
food was porrige. a sort of com slop - 
the same stuff the Three Bears ate.” 
The eighth graders delineated the 
drama of the Revolution (“Paul 
Revere jumped on his horse and rode 
through the streets yelling, 
Too 
warm' Too warm! The Red Colts is 
coming!' 
as well as the Civil War 
(“Gettysbug. among many others, was 
the greatest battle of the Civil War” ), 
and the tragic death of Abraham 
Lincoln (“John Wilkins Booth, a 
supposing^ insane actor, told the 
policeman that was suppose to guard 
I unco In's body that he was wanted on 
the telephone. The guard was a pretty 
dumb ftttz and didn't know that the 
telephone had not been invented yet ” ) 
One boy writes a dissertation on the 
heroes of World War I - a war that 
many people never understood too 
well. “Germany's best boy in an 
airplane was Mildred von Richtoven. 
He flew a red Fooker and so they 
called him the Red Barren." When he 
was finally shot down. Mildred “made 
a perfect landing. The man who shot 
him down flew over his grave and 
dropped a reef on it. iP.S. Snoopy is 
still looking for him.)" 
Of course, America had her WWI 
heroes, too. luke Sgt. Alvin York. 
“York was an unconscious objector at 
first, but his preacher told him it was 
his duty to go kill people - and he did. 


He wipped out almost the hole German 
army. He killed 20 Germans and 
captured 126 bearhanded - bearhanded 
mind you!” 
But the greatest hero of all. ac­ 
cording to the eighth-grade historians, 
was General Pershing. "I don't 
remember which side he was on, but 
he was the best. He captured 128 
Germans, killed 32. 74 of which were 
children He died at the age of 24. His 
last words were 'No where, man.' ” 
Finally, consider this rousing ac­ 
count of World War II’s awesome Adolf 
Hitler: 
“ After taking over Germany, Hitler 
organized the Nitzis. Nitzis comes 
from the words Naztonal Zocialitz 
Party, but we can’t say that without 
spitting all over ourselfs so we just 
called them Nitzis. 
“Whenever the Nitzis saw a picture 
of their leader they would throw up 
their arms and yell, Hi Hitler!’ Hilter 
always liked to call hisself Der Furor, 
but hts real name was Messer Smith 
He always said he would kill hisself if 
he failed at anything - so anytime he 
failed to take a country he and his girl 
friend - Eva Brown - killed themselfs. 
They committed sewerside.” 
When the war in "Urope” was over, 
wrote a student, “we started the 
Marshall Plan to send food, clothing 
and sheltering items over there to fight 
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120 S. Court St. 


off communism. E. G. Marshall 
thought up the idea.” 
But the battle in the Pacific just kept 
going on and on. “ After Pres. Franklin 
Eleanor Roosevelt (known becuase of 
his 
initionals, 
FER) 
died 
of 
a 
sarebrelhemrage,” President Truman 
(“Hairy Truman") took over. 
Well, then, ultimately the war ended 
“after we dropped the atomac bomb on 
Kamakazi. a heavy industrious city, 
and three days later on Nigaragua. It 
was V-2 Dayf” 
Thus stirring saga of historical 
events was put together a few years 
ago into a book of hilarious illiteracy 
and delightful distortion, titled “Then 
Some Other Stuff Happened.” 
It was edited - with great courage - 
by Bill lawrence, a teacher at Dial 
Junior High School in Pine Bluffs, who 
claimed it was the compilation of test 
papers and research reports gathered 
from his eighth-grade students over 
the preceding few years. The book 
brought great joy to me and other 
parents who - for the first time - could 
look 
upon 
our own 
children 
as 
geniuses, by virtue of contrast. But 
lawrence, himself, may have been run 
out of town after publication of the 
evidence of his teaching abilities. 
Down in Arkanzaw if your not a good 
teacher the Bored of Education can get 
your tarden fettered . . .

Increase In Sales 
CINCINNATI (AP) - The Kroger 
Co., a supermarket chain in 28 states, 
credited an upswing in sales and the 
maturing performances of its new 
superstores for an ll per cent increase 
in sales for the third quarter ending 
Oct. 2. 
Sales were $1,827 billion, up $178 
million from $1,649 billion, recorded 
for the same period last year. 
Earnings were $12.7 million or 94 
cents per share compared to earnings 
of $7.5 million or 55 cents. 
Kroger Chairman James P. Herring 
said the firm opened 44 new stores and 
16 drug stores during the quarter. He 
said Kroger will open a total of 78 
superstores and 19 pharmacies this 
year.

Bing Crosby is giving a benefit concert 
in this glittering gambling town — to 
help a priest move his congregation 
out of a saloon. 
Crosby, 71, who played a priest in 
several films, will perform without fee 
on Nov. 26 to raise money for con­ 
struction of the Holy Family Catholic 
Church, producer Bill Loeb announced 
Wednesday. 
“He’s even going to buy his own 
plane ticket,” Loeb said. “He wants 
the church built.... He wants to be part 
of it.” 
Crosby and his family, who live in 
Hillsborough, a suburb south of San 
Francisco, will fly here to entertain 
what Loeb hopes will be a sellout 
crowd of 7,500 at the new Aladdin 
Theater of the Performing Arts. 
The pastor of the church, Father Ben 
Franzinelli, said he was “ most 
grateful” for the Crosby benefit, “and 
those words don’t seem to express my 
personal feelings.” 
Father Franzinelli now holds five 
services each Sunday in a local 
country and western saloon. He 
received some help from the MGM 
Grand Hotel, a resort on the famous 
“ Strip” which donated theatrical 
props to hide the bar during services. 
“What we want to do is get the Holy 
Family out of the saloon,” said Father 
Franzinelli. 
He said the new church will cost an 
estimated $750,000, and that plans call 
for completion by the end of 1977. Loeb 
said the concert should raise at least 
$75,000. 
Crosby, who has sold more than 400 
million records — more than any other 
singer — has been semiretired in 
recent years, performing mostly for 
charity and usually with his wife, 
Kathryn, and their three children. He 
plans four benefit concerts in New 
York City in December.

Physical Well Being Clinic 
Conducted For Senior Citizens 


Physical Well Being Clinic was 
conducted by John Hills, Consultant 
with the Ohio Commission on Aging at 
the Y.M.C.A. Tuesday. 
Vera Saunders, Program Planner of 
Pickaway Senior Center and Joan 
Eller, Y.M.C.A. Program & Physical 
Director were the hostesses who in­ 
troduced Hill. 
He taught four basic exercises to be 
given to the geratric set. He stressed 
the importance of contraction of the 
muscle to keep in good tone. Hills 
stated that four ingredients are 
necessary in setting up an exercise 
program for the elderly. The first of 
these is safety. Any equipment that is 
used, such as a chair for balance, 
should be sturdy. The leader needs to 
have each person check to make sure 
he has enough room so that no one is 
hit by another person’s motions. 
He also feels strongly that any 
exercise program should be produc­ 
tive from the standpoint of health. 
Many exercises help to improve cir­ 
culation and the respiratory system. 
These should receive priority. 
All exercises should be applicable to 
daily life, Hills said. An example is an 
exercise that loosens the neck muscles 
so that those who drive are able to see 
over a wider area. 
He also encouraged those who were 
organizing programs to make them as 
pleasurable as possible. He noted that 
persons should be able to enjoy the 
pleasantness of coming together in a 
group without the stress of having to 
achieve perfection. 
EXERCISES 
Hills suggested that exercising be 
done to music and recommended any 
music with a steady major beat of 
about 30 beats per minute. This is 
easily checked with a clock.

working, he noted, adding that these 
muscles will feel harder when in use. 
Hills demonstrated a series of exer­ 
cises called “The Basic 4” which is 
designed to exercise the entire body. 


A horizontal arm swing led off those 
for the upper body, with arms out and 
swinging as far as possible from side to 
side. Then with elbows nearly straight 
and palms together, the arms make a 
wide circle, up and around. With hands 
in the same position, the person 
stretches them overhead and then 
forward, bending at the waist and 
using a swinging motion. As he swings 
upward he inhales and exhales on the 
downward swing. 
Still swinging arms in time to the 
music, Hills stood straight and swung 
them as wide as possible and then in 
front of himself until they crossed as 
far as possible. This is good for the 
chest, he explained. 
Demonstrating exercises for the side 
muscles, he stood erect with feet flat 
on the floor and legs straight. It is 
important to keep feet flat and far 
enough apart for good balance, he 
said. 
Suggesting that the person stand 
near enough to a wall that his 
shoulders brushed as he swung. Hills 
demonstrated swinging from side to 
side, bending at the waist with arms 
first dropped at the side and then 
extended straight out. Next he placed 
his palms together above his head as 
high as he could reach, still swinging 
from side to side with the rhythm of the 
music. 
The next set of exercises in “The 
Basic 4” consisted of forward swings. 
Hills does not recommend sit-ups or 
straining to touch the toes as both of 
these exercises cause spreading of the 
sacriliac and success is often based 
more on how the person is built than on 
his physical condition. 
In the forward bending exercises, 
the person bends forward at the waist 
as far as possible and then backward 
as far as possible, telling his back 
muscles to do the work. Inhaling is 
done at the top of this arch and 
exhaling as the exerciser goes for­ 
ward. 
Hands begin on the hips and then 
reach into a motion similar to the 
breast stroke of a swimmer, reaching 
forward as the person is bent forward 
and stretching toward touching in back 
when the exerciser is bent backward. 
The last set of exercises revolved 
around knee bends. With hips back and 
feet flat and spread wide (heels about 
14 to 18 inches apart), the exerciser 
slides the palms of his hands down his 
thighs until his fingertips touch the 
kneecaps. Gradually he bends deeper, 
until he slides his palms over his 
kneecaps, then to the middle forearm. 
Again he is inhaling as he stands 
straight and exhaling as he goes down. 
Balance is exceptionally important 
in the exercise and is one of the 
reasons for always using a wide, 
comfortable stance, and keeping the 
feet flat. If the person feels that he is 
losing his balance, he can easily stand 
and put one foot back. 


After all exercising, Hills recom­ 
mends taking ten or more deep breaths 
through the mouth and drinking some 
water. 
GETTING OUT OF BED 
Noting that many people fall and are 
injured when getting out of bed in the 
morning, Hills suggested a routine for 
getting up that will help overcome this 
danger. 
On the edge of the bed before rising, 
the person sits with his hands under his 
thighs and with ankles crossed and 
squeezed. He then raises his feet to 
straighten his legs and will be able to 
feel the front of his thighs working. 
Recrossing his feet and squeezing, he 
repeats, working up to 20 leg-raising 
each way. 
He leans forward, stands and 
pauses, then begins with small steps. 
This process allows the body cir­ 
culation to adjust to the demands of the 
day.

Quarterbacks Have 
Bad Early Season ■

They fall each week like so many 
wooden Indians, one after another. 
And pretty soon, you begin to wonder 
whether the word is out around the Na­ 
tional Football league to get the 
quarterbacks. 
Half a dozen teams are operating 
with backup signal callers after their 
main men were kayoed. The injuries 
haven’t been exactly trivial either. 
Buffalo's Joe Ferguson is out for the 
year with four broken bones in his 
lower back. Steve Bartkowski of 
Atlanta is out for the year after knee 
surgery. Pittsburgh’s Terry Bradshaw 
missed two games with spinal shock, 
after he was turned upside down and 
bounced on his head on a sack. Joe 
Namath of the New York Jets and 
Roger Staubach of Dallas are doubtful 
this week after suffering injuries last 
Sunday. 
“Obviously, the defense is told to get 
the quarterback,” said passer Mike 
Boryla of the Philadelphia Eagles, who 
suffered a concussion against St. 
Louis. “ And when they get to him, they 
give him a good shot. That’s their job.” 
Then Boryla paused. 
“What people don’t realize,” he 
added, “is that defensive ball players 
are bigger, stronger and much faster 
than they used to be.” 
Bob Avellini of the Chicago Bears 
agrees. 
“The big reason some guys are 
getting hurt, is that the linemen are 
getting bigger and faster. And more 


and more, the quarterbacks can’t 
outrun them anymore,” he said. 
Currently, Avellini has a huge knob 
on his throwing elbow, a souvenir of 
last week s game against Dallas. He 
blames that one on the artifical sur­ 
face at Texas Stadium. 


“Have you ever been bounced off 
asphalt?” he asked. “I wouldn’t have 
these elbows and shoulders if I weren’t 
being bounced off asphalt.” 
George 
Allen, 
coach 
of 
the 
Washington Redskins, likes Avellini s 
turf theory. “I think the artificial turf 
doesn’t help quarterbacks,” he said. 
Allen cited Bradshaw’s injury as an 
example. 
“Bradshaw might have been injured 
on grass, but not that seriously,” he 
said. “He would have bounced.” 
What Allen didn’t know was that 
Bradshaw was injured on grass at 
Geveland. He did not bounce. 


Bradshaw was hurt when he was 
forced to scramble out of the protec­ 
tion of the pocket against the Browns 
and was caught by Cleveland’s Joe 
Jones. He thinks the nature of 1970s 
football is as responsible as anything 
for the rash of injuries suffered by 
quarterbacks. 
"I don’t think there are many cheap 
shots. It's just a rough game and it’s 
gotten rougher. The defense realizes 
that their chances of victory are going 
to increase the more they get to him, 
the more they shake him up. He’s 
gonna think about that rush coming 
and it destroys his train of thought.” 


Circleville will be out to bounce back 
in the Akron Rubber Bowl 8 p.m. 
Saturday when the Tigers face the 
powerful Fighting Irish of Akron St. 
Vincent-St. Marys. 
The Tigers will be going into the 
contest after a loss to Miami Trace last 
week while the Irish turned in a great 
performance as they stopped the 
perennial Gass AAA powerful Warren 
Western Reserve Raiders, 7-0, in their 
last outing. 
Akron is 5-2 on the season, against 
some really tough competition, and 
are ranked eighth in the Associated 
Press State AA ratings. 
The Irish will use offensive for­ 
mations very similar to Circleville and 
show a lot of motion. They are guided 
by an excellent quarterback, John 
Walsh, 6-foot-l, 185-pounds, who is a 
fine passer and a very strong runner.

Danny Oz ark Top NL M a n a ge r

Philadelphia Phillies’ manager Danny 
Ozark has the last laugh on his critics. 
He was voted National League 
manager of the year in the annual 
Associated Press poll of the media. 
But the 52-year-old Ozark refused to 
gloat over those who predicted the 
Phillies would never win anything 
under his managership. He was 
humble after being notified about the 
honor. 
“I don’t think this will change me as 
a person," said Ozark by telephone 
from Hilton Head, S.C., where he is on 
a golf holiday. “I am glad you people 
thought enough of me to vote for me. 
Maybe hard work paid off.” 
Ozark said he was surprised that he 
received 197 votes to just 79 for Sparky 
Anderson, manager of the world 
champion Cincinnati Reds, and 55 for 
Houston’s Bill Virdon. 
“Sparky did another super job,” 
Ozark said. “He brought ’em (Reds) 
in. He’s world champion.” 


Ozark said that despite his team ’s 
three game wipeout in the National 
league Playoffs by the Reds, the 
Phillies still were a very good team. 
“We all learned something from that 
playoff, and we’ll be back.” 
Ozark, whose team won 101 games 
and took the National league Eastern 
Division by nine games, passed his 
honor along to his team. He said the 
Phillies were good enough to win the 
division regardless of who was the 
manager. 
“They (the players) put me there 
because they played so well,” Ozark 
said. 
Ozark has been under intense 
criticism ever since he signed as 
manager in December 1972, after 33 
years in the Ins Angeles Dodgers’ 
organization as a minor league 
manager and later Dodgers’ coach. 
Most of the media expected Dave 
Bristol to get the job. 
But despite the criticism, Ozark 
improved the Phillies each year of his 


regime. He led the team from 59 
victories to 71 his first season, moved 
from last into third place with 80 wins 
the following year, to second with 86 in 
1975, and first with 101 in 1976. 


Ozark impressed many people with 
his low key handling of the Phillies in 
the final six weeks of last season, when 
the club went into a tailspin and blew 
all but three of a 15*6 game lead. He 
never panicked. The club bounced 
back and went on to win the division. 
Ozark said after learning of his 
manager of the year designation, that 
he never would ask his detractors to 
eat their words. 


“I don’t want any enemies,” said the 
manager. “One particular time the 
writers and I had something bad 
happen to us. I hold no grudges. What 
makes me feel good about this is that 
they held no grudges. They thought I 
was good enough to get it. I thank all 
those who voted for me.”

Billy M artin Top AL M an ager 


NEW YORK (AP) — Billy Martin, 
who restored pride in the New York 
Yankees’ pinstripes and guided the 
team into the World Series in his first 
full season at the helm, today was 
named 
The 
Associated 
Press’ 
American league Manager of the 
Year. 
Martin received 164*6 votes and 
edged Kansas City’s Whitey Herzog by 
9*6 votes in the nationwide balloting by 
sportswriters and broadcasters. Gene 
Mauch of Minnesota was third with 20 
and Chuck Tanner of Oakland was 
fourth with 15Vi. 
“I appreciate this very much. Ifs a 
wonderful honor,” said Martin, who 
also won this award in 1974 as manager 


of the Texas Rangers. “ I only wish that 
I could receive it as manager of the 
world champions.” 


Martin was just four victories away 
from fulfilling that wish. His Yankees 
ran away with the American Iieague 
East title with a 97412 record, finishing 
10*6 games ahead of Baltimore. They 
then beat Kansas City in five games 
for their first AL pennant since 1964. 


“I’m embarrassed we didn’t do 
better in the World Series,” said 
Martin, whose club was swept in four 
straight games by Cincinnati. “But I 
still think we had a heckuva successful 
season. 
“We won the pennant for the first

time in 12 years and we brought pride 
and tradition back to the Yankees. 
This year we got to the World Series; 
next year we’ll win it.” 
Battling Billy is managing his fourth 
major league team after stormy stints 
with Minnesota, Detroit and Texas. 
After a 12-year major league career, 
highlighted by five World Series with 
the Yankees, Martin began his 
managing career at Denver of the 
Pacific Coast league in 1968. 
The next season he was named 
manager of the Minnesota Twins, 
guiding them to the AL West title. But 
the Twins lost to Baltimore in the AL 
championship series, and Martin, who 
had some differences with the Min­ 
nesota management, was fired at the 
end of the season. 
He served as Detroit’s manager 
from 1971-1973, leading the Tigers to 
finishes of second, first and third, 
respectively, in the AL East. He was 
fired late in the 1973 season and 
finished up that year as the manager of 
the Texas Rangers. 
Early in 1975, Martin’s differences 
with the Texas management proved 
irreconcilable and he was let go by the 
Rangers. The Yankees hired him in the 
middle of 1975, and he immediately 
began placing the Martin stamp — 
speed and aggressiveness — on the 
club. 
Offseason trades for centerfielder 
Mickey Rivers and second baseman 
Willie Randolph gave the Yankees’ 
running game more authenticity, and 
Martin skillfully guided the club into 
its 30th World Series. 
The 48-year-old Martin was a model 
of behavior all year, getting along well 
with his players and Yankees 
management, including owner George 
Steinbrenner.

beautifully,” said Martin, “and the 
players and I had a real rapport. 
That’s the secret of my success.”

He said that while 
juveniles rarely commit murder, the 


proportion of youths committing rape 
has grown to 33 per cent.

available manpower to enforce the 
curfew, while opponents on the city 
council have called it “ the quickest 
way to lose our freedom.” 
“ The proposed juvenile curfew is a 


misguided idea whose time must never 
come,” said Councilman Gerald 
Springer. “ Not only does it do nothing 
to reduce juvenile crime, as evi­ 
denced by its performance in some 
cities, but it tends to increase the 
potential of violent police-citizen 
confrontation.” 
Springer’s feelings were not shared 


by more than 14,000 persons who 
signed petitions asking for the juvenile 
curfew question to be put on the ballot. 
That initiative led to a counter­ 
curfew petition drive by high school 
students opposed to the plan.

Congressman William Harsha ad­ 
dressed a group of about 75 people 
Wednesday at a luncheon meeting at 
Steele’s Restaurant. The people

Legislative Committee of the Cir­ 
cleville Area Chamber of Commerce. 
Harsha informed the luncheon group 
of bills presented to the congress, those 
that he endorsed and those that didn't 
have his support. 
He said if Issue Six on the ballot is 
enacted, it would put a damper on the 
construction of nuclear power plants. 
Harsha hopes Ohioans defeat this 
issue. 
On the Nuclear Fuel Insurance Act, 
Harsha opposed the issue. He said it 
only guaranteed groups that the 
process would work, such as a 
warranty on a washing machine. He 
added that the bill was killed in the 
senate 
The appropriations bill, for $270 
million, would mean a great deal to a 
IO county area, including Pickaway. At 
its peak, it would provide jobs for IO 
thousand workers and provisions for 
material. He added that the coal plants 
would provide for about 3,000 con­ 
struction workers and a nuclear power 
plant with jobs for another 3,000 
workers and ancillary jobs. 
Harsha went on to discuss other 
bills. He added that in the last day the 
legislature met, about 125 bills were 
passed and he doubts if too many 
people knew what was in them. Most of 
the day was spent in special meetings. 
Questions from the meeting mem­ 
bers concerned the Tax Reform Act 
and real estate shelters. Tax loopholes 
were discussed, and although they are 
used as incentives to create jobs and 
boost the economy generally, Harsha 
noted that most people don’t un­ 
derstand their purpose. He agreed 
with one member of the group that said 
that ‘loopholes’ should be eliminated 
as the term to describe it.

The ferry and the Norwegian tanker 
Frosts collided before dawn Oct. 20 as 
the ferry was making the 10-minute 
crossing from Destrehan to Idling, 20 
miles upriver from New Orleans. 
A Coast Guard panel investigating 
the accident heard one of the 18 sur­ 
vivors say Wednesday that the ferry 
seemed to be on "some kind of suicide 
mission." 
Kenneth Becnel of Destrehan said 
the ferry cut its engines within about 30 
yards of the tanker. "If the engines 
had continued, it might have missed," 
he said. 
And Arthur Benneche, chief mate of 
a ship that was anchored nearby, 
testified, “ I believe if the ferryboat 
hadn’t started to back up it would have 
passed.... It would have been a narrow 
escape, but it would have passed." 
Benneche’s testimony was entered 
into the record over objections by 
attorneys for the louisiana Highway 
Department, which operates the ferry 
and 
which 
has 
been 
named as 
codefendant in six suits by survivors 
seeking $12 million in damages. 
Officials had said the death toll could 
reach IOO, but they lowered that 
estimate Wednesday to 78, still the 
worst Mississippi River tragedy this 
century. 
State Secretary of Transportation 
George Fischer said 72 bodies have 
been recovered and six persons are 
still missing. 
The original list of victims included 
22 persons who have since been located 
and were not on the ferry’, Fischer 
said.

The special sale will be Nov. 4 and 5 
in the parish hall, featuring inex­ 
pensive and unusual Christmas ideas 
Auditor Releases 
Supplemental Tax 


State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
office reported today a supplemental 
distribution of $1,171,002.83 in taxes on 
financial institutions and securities 
dealers to 48 counties. 
In 
late 
August 
the 
Auditor 
distributed the bulk of the intangible 
taxes for fiscal 1976 with a record 
$96,321,983.21 going to the local 
government funds of the 88 counties, 
Ferguson noted. 
The counties distributed this money, 
on a priority basis, to political sub­ 
divisions within the counties with the 
townships receiving no less than IO per 
cent of the total county distribution, 
Ferguson said. 
The intangible tax amounts to three 
m ills per dollar on the value of shares 
of, the amount of capital employed by 
and the interest earned on capital 
employed by financial institutions. The 
tax is six mills per dollar on the value 
of shares of the amount of capital 
employed by securities dealers. 
Two mills of the financial 
in­ 
stitutions tax and five mills of the 
securities dealers tax are returned to 
the counties on the basis of number, 
capital and investments of financial 
institutions and securities dealers 
located in a particular county. The 
remainder of the tax goes into the 
state’s general fund. 
The distribution to Pickaway County 
included $159.96.
